Statement of Representative Cariddi of North Adams.

A statement of Ms. Cariddi of North Adams was spread upon the
records of the House, as follows:

MR. SPEAKER: [ would like to call to the attention of the House the fact
that I was absent from the House Chamber for the session held on
Wednesday, July 8 due to a medical situation that I am currently recover-
ing from. Had I been present, I would have voted in the affirmative on
acceptance of the report of the committee of conference on House bill
No. 3650, An Act making appropriations for the fiscal year 2016 for the
maintenance of the departments, boards commissions, institutions and
certain activities of the Commonwealth, for interest, sinking fund and ser-
ial bond requirements and for certain permanent improvements. My miss-
ing of Roll Call No. 56 that day was due entirely to the reason stated.

Papers from the Senate.

A Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Susan Welliver, an employee
of the Massachusetts Department of Transportation (Senate, No. 1954)
(on a petition), passed to be engrossed by the Senate, was read; and it
was referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling.

Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for said committee, then reported that the
matter be scheduled for consideration by the House.

Under suspension of the rules, on motion of Mr. Kafka of
Stoughton, the bill was read a second time forthwith; and it was
ordered to a third reading.

A petition (accompanied by bill, Senate, No. 1966) of Anthony W.
Petruccelli and Adrian Madaro (with the approval of the mayor and
city council) for legislation relative to affordable housing in East
Boston, was referred, in concurrence, to the committee on Housing.

Reports of Committees.

By Ms. Hogan of Stow, for the committee on Public Health, asking
to be discharged from further consideration of the petition (accompa-
nied by bill, House, No. 2048) of Jeffrey Sanchez, Byron Rushing and
others for legislation to eliminate racial and ethnic health disparities,—
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and recommending that the same be referred to the committee on
Health Care Financing. Under Rule 42, the report was considered
forthwith; and it was accepted. Sent to the Senate for concurrence.

By Mr. O’Day of West Boylston, for the committee on Municipalities
and Regional Government, on a joint petition, a Bill amending the char-
ter of the town of Provincetown by changing the residency requirement
for certain officials (House, No. 3585) [Local Approval Received].
Read; and referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy
and Scheduling.

By Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling, that the House Bill relative to the Commonwealth Avenue
improvement project (House, No. 3627), be scheduled for consideration
by the House.

Under suspension of Rule 7A, on motion of Mr. Kafka of Stoughton,
the bill was read a second time forthwith; and it was ordered to a third
reading.

The House Bill relative to retired Boston police officers (House,
No. 2339), reported by the committee on Bills in the Third Reading to
be correctly drawn, was read a third time; and it was passed to be
engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence.
